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INTRODUCTION 


The Prospectors’ Assistance Program is designed to encourage the search 
for minerals in the Yukon and Northwest Territories. The Department of 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development wil! supply funds to finance the program, 
and the Prospectors’ Assistance Boards will be responsible for its administration. 
The Prospectors’ Assistance Regulations approved August 3, 1966, will govern the 
operation of the program. This part of the booklet is intended to explain the 
Regulations attached which contain the law. 


THE PLAN 


The plan briefly is that a prospector may reccive financial assistance up to 
48° hundred dollars ($/808.c0. per fiscal year to help finance his prospecting 
venture in the Yukon of Northwest Territories. The amount of assistance a 
prospector may receive is determined by using the following formula: 

Total assistance for food, rental of equipment and expendable items 
shall not exceed E/SHy7 hundred dollars ($300.00 ). The 
remainder, up to ¢NE THOUSAND (Zlcc0.00 ) is to offset the 
prospectors travelling expenses in the field. This may be used for air 
charters, rental of vehicles, boats, pack horses etc. If a prospector uses 
his own vehicle, boat or airplane the normal operating costs may be 
charged against this allotment by supplying vouchers or he may apply 
approved rental rates on a per mile basis which must be approved by the 
Prospectors’ Assistance Board,

the prospector at the beginning of OE season and the remainder will be paid after 
the prospector has she his field work to the satisfaction of the Review 
Conumitice. 

Jt is recoenized that transportation by aircraft is the major item of cost to 
prospectors in Northern Canada. In order to maintain control of airplane travel 
and equalize benefits for prospectors working in more remote areas from main 
centres of transportation approval may only be granted for such cost based on air 
travel as follows: 

(a) one trip.into the area at the beginning of the scason to establish 
his base camp. The point of origin of the trip is left to the discretion 
of the Prospectors’ Assistance Board. It must not be outside the 
Territory or Territories unless it is cheaper for the prospector to 
establish his base camp from a point outside the Territory or 
Territories; 

(5) one trip back to the point of origin at the end of the season; and 

(c) one service trip per month from the nearest convenient scitlement 
or source of supply to the prospectars’ base camp. 
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In case of travel by motor vehicle, a rate of 12¢ per mile will be allowed but 
under no circumstance will an amount exceeding that calculated above under 


(a) (&) and (c) be approved. 1232 


In addition to the financial assistance prospectors will receive_ Tiwhea la 
application has been approved, they will also be supplied on request sete 
charge: 

(a) One safety flare kit with 12 emergency flares; 

(b) Topographic maps, claim maps, and aerial photographs for the 
area he will be prospecting. When air photographs are requested, 
prospectors are reminded to allow sufficient time to obtain these 
from the Air Photographic Library; 

(c) Fifteen assays during the fiscal year, provided such assays are made 
within the Yukon or Northwest Territories, if there is an assay 
office in the Territory. In the case of prospectors working in the 
Arctic and Hudson Bay Mining District where it is more practical 
to send assays to Laboratories in Eastern Canada, the cost of 
assaying may be charged against the program but the cost of 
sending samples out will be the responsibility of the prospector. 


FISCAL YEAR 


The fiscal year begins on the Ist day of April and ends on the 31st day of 
March in the following year. Prospecting may be conducted at any time during 
the fiscal year for both placer and lode deposits. 


ELIGIBILITY 


Any prospector who is able to show the Prospectors’ Assistance Board that he 
is capable and sufficiently well equipped to go into the field on a prospecting 
venture may make application for financial assistance under the program. Any one 
prospector, however, will receive assistance in only one Territory in one fiscal year. 
Applicants must be 21 years of age or over and must satisfy the Prospectors’ 
Assistance Board that they have a sound knowledge of prospecting techniques and 
are able to survive in the wilderness. They may also be required to pass a simple 
test on mineral identification. Persons under 21 years of age may receive assistance 
provided they are to work with an experienced applicant. 


APPLICATIONS 


Applications for assistance should be made as soon as possible after the 
beginning of the fiscal year but they may also be accepted at any time during the 
fiscal year for which assistance is requested. Applications will be approved on an 
individual basis but there is no objection to two or more prospectors working 
as a team and pooling their “assistance”. Each application must be made to the 
mining recorder for the mininy district in which the prospector intends to work. 
In the application (see copy) the prospector will vive fill information about his 
experience, areas to be prospected, travel costs, mode of transportation, and an 
estimate of expenditures. The mining recorder will pass the application to the 


Prospector’s Assistance Board with his recommendations. The prospector will be 
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notified by the Board if he has been declared eligible. The Board will also advise 
each successful applicant as to the amount of assistance which has been authorized 
and whether an advance will be made to him. . 

For prospectors contemplating exploration in. the Arctic and Hudson Bay 
Mining District, the application will be forwarded by the Department to the 
Prospectors’ Assistance Board in Yellowknife. 


PROSPECTING 


Prospectors must spend a minimum of 60 days prospecting within the 
termitories during the fiscal year in which assistance is requested. In very excep- 
tional cases, in the discretion of the Review Committee, prospectors may: receive 
partial assistance if they cannot complete the required 60 days in the field due to 
reasons beyond their control. 

Prospectors are required to disclose, in advance, on a confidential basis to 
the. Board, where their camps will be established. If they move from one area 
to another, they must inform the Board of any change in the location of their 
camp in order that they may be found during inspection trips. 

Prospecting will include bona fide field work done in the search for 
mineral occurrences for both placer and lode deposits. It may include geological, 
geophysical or geochemical work, trenching, dniling or shaft sinking. The empha- 
sis should be placed on the search for new showings. Assistance may, how- 
ever, be given to a prospector who is exploring a mineral occurrence on claims 
which he has recorded while participating in this, or previous Prospectors’ As- 
sistance Programs. Under no circumstances will assistance be given to a pros- 
pector for representation work on claims which were not located by him while 
participating in the Prospectors’ Assistance Program. 


RETURN OF INFOR/AATION 


Prospectors must keep daily diaries of their activitics and include sketches 
and maps showing mineral occurrences, location of trenches and drill holes, 
or any other type of physical work performed. At the end of the season, 
the diary will be submitted to the Review Committee, along with maps, sketches 
or any other pertinent information. All submissions by prospectors must be 
in the hands of the Review Committee by March Ist of the fiscal year for which 
assistance is claimed. The diaries will be supplied by the Board. 


STAKING MINERAL CLAIMS : 


Prospectors may stake mineral claims at their own expense during the 
period of assistance and the government will not claim any ownership or interest 
jin these claims. 


PENALTIES 


Failure to comply with any of the provisicns of the program may cause 
the Prospectors’ Assistance Board to refuse to give assistance to a prospector in 
subsequent years. The review Committee may also refuse to pay to the prospector 
any remaining sums if the Committee is convinced that the Biuspertor has not 
abided by the provisions of the regulations. ;

SHORT TITLE 
1. The Repulations may be cited as the Prospectors’ Assistance Répullticres 


INTERPRETATION 


2. In these Regulations, 
(a) “assisted prospector’ means a prospector to whom assistance js 
provided under these Regulations; 
(b) “Board” means 
(i) in relation to matters pertaining to assistance to prospectors 
prospecting or intending to prospect in the Yukon Territory, 
the Prospectors’ Assistance Board established under section 6, 
and 
(ii) in relation to matters pertaining to assistance to prospectors 
‘prospecting or intending to prospect in the Northwest Terri- 
tories, the Prospectors’ Assistance Board established under 
section 7; 
(c) “Chicf” means the Chief of the Resource Management Division 
of the Department; 
(d) “Department” means the Department of Indian Affairs and North- 
em Development; 
(e) “field work” means the work performed in the search for occur- 
rences of placer or lode mineral deposits; and 
(f) “fiscal year” means the period beginning on and including the 
Ist day of April in any year and ending on and including the 31st 
day of March in the year following. 


APPLICATION 


3. These Regulations apply only to prospectors prospecting or intending to 
prospect in the Yukon Territory or the Northwest Territories. 


APPLICATION FOR ASSISTANCE 


4. (1) Every prospector requesting financial assistance under these Regula- 
tions shall submit to the Mining Recorder for the area in which he intends to 
prospect an application on a form prescribed by the Chief and containing 
; (a) particulars of the applicant’s prospecting experience; 

(b) a description of the area or areas in which the applicant intends 

to prospect; 

(c) particulars of the applicant’s intended method of transportation and 

an estimate of his expected travel expenses; and 

(d) the applicant’s aze. : 

(2) Each Mining Recorder shail forward all applications sudtmitted to him 
pursuant to subsection (1) to the Board with his recommendations. 
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5. No prospector under the age of 21 years is eligible for assistance under 
these Regulations unless he intends to carry out field work in the company of an 


experienced prospector who is 21 years of age or older. oa ae

6. A Prospectors’ Assistance Board is hereby established for the Yukon 
Territory consisting of 
(a) the Supervising Mining Recorder for the Yukon Territory, who 
shall be Chairman of the Board; 
(b) the Mining Inspector; 
(c) the Resident Geologist; and

DUTIES OF THE BOARD 


8. (1) The Board shall 
(a) consider each application for assistance and determine the amount 
' of financial aid required by each applicant; 
(6) where it deems necessary, require an applicant to take a simple test 
to establish his knowledge of prospecting; and ~ 


(c) approve or reject any application, as it sees fit. 


(2) The Board shall advise cach applicant of the disposition of his appli- 
cation and in the case of a successful applicant advise him of the amount of 
assistance that has been recommended, and whether an advance has been recom- 
mended to be made to him. 


9. In calculating the amount of assistance to be recommended in respect 
of a prospector, the Board shall allow 
(a) for all expenses, other than travelling expenses, a sum not exceeding 
$€00.co; and 
(b) for travelling expenses, 2 sum not exceeding $ /000.02, 


10. The Chairman of the Board shall, pursuant to the recommendation of 
the Board, authorize the granting of assistance to a prospector 

(a) at the beginning of the prospecting season, THE WHOLE oR 
A PoR TION of the recommended amount; and 

(b) at the end of the prospecting season, of an amount not exceeding 
the balance of the amount recommended by the Board, or such 
part thereof as may be sufficient, in the opinion of the appropriate 
Review Committee, to reimburse the prospector for his. field work 
expenses. 
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11. The Head shall 


. (a) arrange for a Mining Engineer of the Department, the Resident 


Geologist or both to visit cach assisted prospector-im the field and 
provide supervision and technical assistance to cach such pros- 
pector; and : 


(5) keep records of all payments to prospectors made in each fiscal 
year. 


Review COMMITTEES 


12. The Chairman of the Board, the Mining Inspector and the Resident 
Geologist in each Territory constitute a Review Committee in their respective 
territories and shall 


(a) review all statements of expenditures, diaries or other information 
submitted by each assisted prospector as evidence of his prospect- 
ing activities; 

(5) recommend reimbursement to any assisted prospector at the end 
of the prospecting season if such reimbursement, in its opinion, is 
necessary; and 

(c) scnd annually to the Chicf copies of the documents described in 
paragraphs (b) to (d@) of section 13. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ASSISTANCE 


13. Each assisted prospector shall 
(a) spend not less than sixty days prospecting within the area described 
in his application for assistance during the fiscal year for which he 
applied for assistance; 


(b) keep a daily diary of his activities in a form prescribed by the . 


Chicf; 

(c) keep sketches and maps showing mineral occurrences, location of 
trenches and drill holes and any other type of field work performed 
within the area prospected by him; and 

(d) submit to the appropriate Review Committee at the end of the 
prospecting season the diary, sketches and maps described in 
paragraphs (6) and (c) and a statement of his expenditures to- 
gether with supporting documents. 


FAILURE TO COMPLY 


14. (1) It shall be a condition of every grant of assistance to a prospector 
under these Regulations that if he fails to comply with paragraph (a) of section 
13, any advance of moneys received by him pursuant to paragraph (@) of section 
10 shall, subject to subsection (2), be repaid by him: to Her Majesty. 

(2) If the Committee is satisfied that sixty days prospecting could not be 
completed by an assisted prospector due to reasons beyond his control, the 


Committee may approve the retention by the prospector of any amount already . 


paid to him and the payment of such further amount as the Committee may 
deem fit. 
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GENERAL 


15. Assistance shall not be granted to a prospector under these Regulations 
if he is engaged in performing representation work on mineral claims unless such 


claims were located by him during a period in which he was receiving assistance7 


under these Regulations or under any previous prospectors’ assistance programr 


16. The Chairman of the Board may, upon request by any assisted prospec- 
tor, authorize that that prospector be loaned a mineral testing Kit and be supplied, 
without charge, with 

(a) a safety flare kit; 
(b) air photographs for the area he intends to prospect; 


(c) topographic and mineral claim maps for the area he intends to 


prospect; and 
(d) 15 assay coupons. 


17. No prospector shall in any fiscal year be granted assistance under these 
Regulations in both Territories.

Requirements of the Participants: 
- Pass rock/mineral identification test and/or produce satisfaetory 
evidence of having a sound knowledge of prospecting techniques. 


- 60 days must be spent prospecting in only the approved area(s). 


- Daily diary must be maintained and turned in at the end of the season. 
‘Assistance is being provided on the basis that adquate returns are 
received and diary shows detail, i.e. where work was done relative to 
a camp identified on a map, rock types and mineralization should be 
stated even where these entries are the same or nearly the same day 
after day. Do not show "Just prospected around camp" or Prospected 
in a certain area for days" as this is not adequate. 


- One diary is okay if two or more partners work together although 
attached Statutory Declaration being a statement of expenses with 
receipts, etc., and affidavits duly sworn must be received from each 
partner as soon as possible after completion of contract. 


- Receipts are not required for food and seasonally expendable supplies, 
etc. as up to $800.00 may be allowed for providing a person spends 60 
days prospecting, but receipts are required for non expendable equipment 
and transportation, including use of one's own vehicles, boats, etc. 
for which a mileage rate of up to 25¢ per mile may be allowed for ne- 
cessary travel in the Yukon Territory. A Statutory Declaration form 
should be filed with the Claim showing where from and to the mileage 
was incurred. 








- Items such as mineral testing kit, flare kit, unused Assay Coupons, 
must be turned in with the Diary, statement of claim, receipts and 
affidavit at the end of the season. 


Conditions 


- Maximum contract allotment can be up to $1,800.00 but not necessarily 
$1,800.00. Only a reasonable amount is approved for transportation 
expenses. 


- Advances may be given up to the total allotment if opraded = the 
Board which is not usually done. 


- Final payment of balance of allotment is made only if the Board is 
satisfied that the terms of the P.A.P. agreement are complied with. 
Otherwise, the return of any advance issued may be requested by the 
Prospectors' Assistance Board.
